Non-Chargeable List. Local Health Departments are prohibited from billing for these

services.

CPT code 86580 includes administering the skin test so you should not code separately for the

administration.

Many patients who do not experience a reaction to the test may never return to the office for a

reading, so the cost is not included.

e If the test is positive, a physician will typically have a face-to-face visit with the patient
(99212-99214, office or other outpatient services).
